Claims 1-4 and 7-47 are pending and are examined in this office action.

Proteins and nucleic acid are structurally and functionally different compounds with different 
uses. For example proteins can be used to study protein-receptor interactions. The DNA can be 



used nucleic acid probe for hybridization procedures. Furthermore, the proteins can be isolated 
from host cells endogenously expressing the polypeptide, rather than by recombinant means. 
Thus, these inventions are technically distinct products of separate uses.
